IT DID IN LAST MONTH’S UNCOMFORTABLY CLOSE PRESIDENTIAL

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ELECTIONS. IF THE POLICE GET TOO HEAVY-HANDED THERE COULD 
BE TROUBLE IN THE CLOSING DAYS OF THE CAMPAIGN, WHICH ENDS

E. FRANCE - SOUTH VIETNAM: A FRENCH FOREIGN MINISTRY 

OFFICIAL HAS TOLD AMBASSADOR BOHLEN THERE IS REAL DISAGREE- 
MENT BETWEEN THE QUA I D'ORSAY AND DE GAULLE ON VIETNAMESE 
POLICY. HE SAID THAT DE GAULLE HAD FLATLY OVERRULED THE 
QUAI'S RECOMMENDATION THAT FRANCE IMMEDIATELY RECOGNIZE THE 
NEW SOUTH VIETNAMESE GOVERNMENT. THE OFFICIAL SPECULATED 
THAT DE GAULLE WAS ATTEMPTING TO SHOW HIS INDEPENDENCE OF 
THE US, BUT THAT HE WAS ALSO ACTING ON A VAGUE BELIEF THAT 
SOME FORM OF NEGOTIATIONS MIGHT BE NECESSARY IN THE FUTURE. 



Go BRAZIL: THE BRAZILIAN SENATE HAS FOR THE FIRST 

TIME EXERCISED ITS CONSTITUTIONAL PREROGATIVE TO CONVOKE AN 
EXTRAORDINARY SESSION OF CONGRESS, PROBABLY TO PREVENT GOULART 
FROM TAKING SOME ACTION TO EXPAND HIS POWER— SUCH AS DECLARING 
A STATE OF SIEGE— WHILE THE LEGISLATURE IS ADJOURNED. THE 
LARGEST VOTE FOR THE SPECIAL SESSION— SET FOR 16 DECEMBER TO 
8 MARCH— CAME FROM GOULART f S NOMINAL ALLIES, THE SOCIAL DEMO- 
CRATS. 
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H* BARGHOORN : FOLLOWING IS THE TASS ANNOUNCEMENT: 

"AS IT WAS REPORTED EARLIER, THE STATE SECURITY ORGANS IN 
MOSCOW ARRESTED FOR ESPIONAGE AMERICAN CITIZEN FREDERICK 
CHARLES BARGHOORN WHO WAS IN THE USSR AS A TOURIST. THE IN- 
VESTIGATION CONFIRMED THAT HE WAS ENGAGED IN INTELLIGENCE 
ACTIVITIES AGAINST THE USSR, THUS THE SOVIET ORGANS HAD 
EVERY GROUND TO PUT F.C. BARGHOORN ON TRIAL. BUT IN VIEW 
OF THE CONCERN OF THE US HIGH OFFICIALS OVER F.C. BARGHOORN’ S 
FATE THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT DECIDED MERELY TO EXPEL HIM FROM 
THE SOVIET UNION." 
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
